ludced,  a  moft  fliocking  Affair  com- 
pels me  to  fpeak.  I  took  up  F  O  G's  . 
Journal  ot  Fehritary  the  i  oth,  and  found 
it  -  impollible  to  remain  unmoved  :  I 
found  ir  to  be  a  Panegyrick  upon  ASSAS- 
SIN ATIONS,  a  regular  Scheme  of  Ven- 
geance and  Deftrudion  againll  the  pre- 
fcnc  Miniftcrs.  It  came  in  Confequence 
of  a  long  Series  of  Papers  which  had  been 
publifhed  in  that  Journaly  Papers  avow- 
edly pubiijihed  with  the  bafe  and  wicked 
Dvjiign  of  afperfing  the  Miniflers  as  Ene- 
mies of  Liberty ;  thofe  Miniflers  who 
Wvrre  its  only  Prefervers,  when  the  Pa- 
trons of  Fog  employ 'd  their  Power  to 
hunt  all  Liberty  out  of  the  World ;  thofe 
Minifters,  who  as  they  were  then  its  Bul- 
warks, have  fince  continued  to  be  its 
Guardians.

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MEDAL  which  was  ftruck  by  James 
the  Secondy  on  the  Defeat  of  his  Ene- 
mies.* On  one  Side  we  beheld  the 
Royal  Bujloy  the  Gracious  Face  of  Majejly 
in  Profiky  wreathed  with  Laurel,  as  an 
Emblem  of  his  Vidories ;  And  the  Re- 
verie of  this  Medal  fhew'd  us  what  Ufe 
he  made  of  them.  After  we  had  con- 
templated on  this  Bufto,  placed  as  it 
was  on  a  high-raifed  Pedeftal,  with  Tro- 
phies of  War  and  Enfigns  of  Power 
marfhalled  round  it  j  we  turn'd  the 
Medaly  and  beheld  JUSTICE  ftand- 
ing  on  another  Pedeftal,  her  Siuord  in 
one  Hand,  and  her  Balance  in  the  other  : 
At  her  Right  Foot  lay  on  this  Pedeftal 
an  EXECUTIONER'S  BLOCK, 
and  on  that  Block  a  H  E  A  D  jlr earning 
'With  Bloodj  infcribed  JAMES  Duke  of 
MONMOUTH:    At  the  Left  Foot

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of  Tuftice  lay  another  Block  with  another 
Heady  infcnbcd  ARCHIBALD  Earl 
of  ARGYLL  ;  and  on  the  Ground 
below  the  Pedeftal  lay  the  HEADLESS 
CARCASSES  of  zhck  tinhappj  VtBims, 

I  muftj  however,  fhew  this  Impartia- 
lity to  the  Reign  of  ^Jam^s  the  Second^ 
that  though  he  oiu^wcnt  the  Rage  and 
Brutality  of  the  mojl  bloody  of  all  Imfe- 
rial  Butchers  ;  though  he  confecrated  a 
Medal  to  an  EXECUTION  -,  though 
he  fpread  the  Fame  of  his  mild  and 
juft  Government,  by  thefe  Memorials 
ftamped  on  his  Coin,  of  Heads  and 
Elocksy  Axes  and  Hangineij,  and  Carcajfes 
Jtreaming  "with  Blood  j  yet  thofe  Carcafes, 
it  muft  be  (aid  to  the  Praife  of  his 
Clemency,  were  neither  jlahhed  nor 
jnangled ;  they  do  not  appear,  in  the 
Language  of  Fog  and  his  PATRONS, 
delivered  over  to  an  incenfed  Multitude,

I  can  proceed  no  further  in  the  fliocking 
Circuniitances  of  their  Cruelty.  I  am 
moved  and  aaitated  by  every  Paffion  of 
Humanity,  when  I  review  the  horrid 
xArticles  of  their  outrageous  Butchery, 
And  I  am  moved  in  a  greater  Degree, 
v/hen  I  reflect,  that  this  barbarous  Jjihu-

rid Defcriptions  of  murderingy  mangling, 
and  tearing  in  Pieces. 

The  Contempt  and  Indignation  of 
Mankind  have  already  been  lo  ftrongly 
exprefled  wherever  this  Matter  hath  been 
heard  of,  that  I  need  not  fay  any  thing 
tb  move  their  Pailions  againft  him, 
though  bis  Behaviour  in  this  Affair,  as 
well  as  in  other  Infances  of  his  Life, 
highly  DESERVES  ^ery  particular 
Animadverfion.
